The cool weather that preTailed yeatarday, 
did not deter the naaal large crowd froio yiait* 
iocBarlfm, The aport was good throaghoat, 
scTtral cf the floiahes beiog of the hair-raising 
order. The track was fast and considering the 
unfavorable weather some excellent time was 
hnng ont. 

The Junior Stakes, a handicap for two-year- 
olds at six forlocgs with $1,£00 added, was 
taken by Pat Dnnne’s good gelding Arian, clev- 
erly ridden by Winkfleld. Janbertwas thought 
to have a mortgage on this event but despite 
Caywoid’s good pilotage the best ho could do 
was to finish third. To a good start he shot to 
the front closely attended by Miracle II. and 
Arian with the rest of the youngsters close op. 
Arian fell back a little after the first half had 
been run giving place to Harry New. Just be- 
fore bending for home Miracle II. got bis head 
in front of Janbert hot it was only for a moment 
as the latter recovered his lost advantage when 
well straightened for home. At the last eighth 
post there was a general closing np of all ex- 
cept M iracle 11., which was seen to be well beaten 
along in here. Caywood worked hard on Janb- 
art to keep him in front bnt Arian came with a 
msh in the last sixteenth as did also Wyeth, the 
Dnnne celt proving to be the gamest and win- 
ning by a neck while Wyeth beat Janbert the 
same distance for second place. Harry New 
ran a faifly good race tbrongbent and was 
fourth. Lncien Appleby ran a good race and is 
about ready to win. 

Rome Bespass sprung a good one in the third 
race in Queen o’Day which was said to have 
been working fast here lately. She got a close 
call howi ver as she only got np and beat Della 
Ostrand in the last few strides. Cobnrn, cn 
Della Ostrand, tried to make a runaway race 
ont of the affair the filly leading by five lengths 
as she enteri d the final straightaway bnt along 
toward the last sixteenth post she began to tire. 
Slowly bnt surely Qneen o’Day closed npon her 
jnet getting np in time to beat her a nose on the 
post. Pnpil was third three and a half lengths 
away. Wallenstein and Sam Lazarns, Esq 
showed speed for a half mile, the latter falling 
lame. They both rnn best in the soft going. 

Crinkle was the best of a poor field that faced 
the barrier in the second race, a dash of six 
fnrlot gs. She darted into the lead; at flag dip, 
gettirg off with a running start, and made 
every post a winning one. scoring by a length 
easily over Oliver Me, which beat Whisper Low 
four for second place. Oliver Me was all 
tangled np at the start, bnt when he got clear 
sailing be closed with a good burst of speed. 
With any kind cf racing luck he would snrely 
have won. Caneva, which has not started in 
some time, ran a fair race considering he has 
dickey lege. He tired, in the last sixteenth 
after running well np to that point. Elsie 
Knbn showed speed, bnt conld not carry it far. 
Bybaris ran below expectations. 

Lysbeth seemed to be mneh the beet in to- 
day’s opener, a five furlong scramble for two- 
year-oids, and such she proved herself to be. 
Lass of Langden led to the last eighth, where 
Lysbeth eatily overhauled her, and com- 
ing away without much effort won by two 
lengths from Lucy Locket, which beat Corinne 
Unland one and a half lengths for second place. 
The last named ran in greatly improved form 
over her last showing and is about ready to win 
when placed right. 

Searcher’s rnsh in the final eighth of the fifth 
race, a dash cf one mile for all ages, was too 
much for Pay the Fiddler, which he canght and 
passed eaeily. winning by two lengths, while 
Pay the Fiddler finished five in front of Max 



fnrlonga and then had shot hia bolt. Pay Me 
ran a surprisingly good race for six fnrlongs, 
leading by a good margin np to the head of the 
stretch, where he ran ont. Uncle Jack showed 
some speed for six fnrlongs. 

Bynia took the last race of the day— a dash of 
one and one sixteenth miles, bnt Coburn had to 
bnstle her ont in the closing strides to stall off 
False Lead’s determined effort at the end. She 
won by three-qnarters of a length, while False 
Lead beat Dagmar two and a half for second 
place. Dagmar, fairly wall np for the first 
seven fnrlongs, was tiring fast at the end and 
and would have been beaten for third money in 
a stride or two by Fox Bard, which ran by far 
the beat race he has shown aronnd bare in soma 
time. Zacatoso had enough when a furlong 
ont. Ida \ . ran far below the good showing she 
made last Saturday. She was never a factor. 



eOSSIP OF THB TURF. 



Secretary Clark has issned the program book 
of the racing at Hawthorne next week. In ad- 
dition to the nenal daily list of pnrses, ranging 
from $100 to $700, it caUs for the decision of 
three stakes, the first of which. The Fleetfoot 
Stakes, a dash of six fnrlongs for all ages, with 
$1,000 added, will bs ran next Monday. It has 
forty-two entries, embracing most of the tried 
sprinters now here. The second stake is The 
Emnlation Steeplechase, which will be palled 
off Thursday. It is over the full course and 
has $800 added. The Iroqnoie Stakes, a handi- 
cap for three-year-olds at a mile, will be the 
star feature of Saturday. It has $1,000 added 
and should bring Robert Waddell, St. Marcos, 
Argregor, Admonition, Hernando and Six 
Shooter to the post, to say nothing of other 
eligibles. Secretary Clark’s estimate of the 
money that will be distributed among winning 
owners during the week is as follows : Monday, 
$3,900; Tuesday, $2,800; Wednesday, $3,200; 
Thursday, S3, 300; Friday, $2,800; Saturday, 
$3,900.

body and that they chose from their number 
men to act as officers does not deprive ns of the 
right to exercise tha duties for which we were 
chosen by a majority of the members of the 
American Tnrf Congress. We were elected by 
tha original IS members. Ths branch which 
Fowler represents is composed of but six of the 
thirteen associations- Little Bock, Nashville, 
Delmar Park, St. Louis Fair Grounds, Newport 
and Highland Park. 1 do not know what ac- 
tion will be taken by the majority of the mem- 
bars at the meeting in Chicago, but if 
they choose to they have a perfect right to 
transfer whatever in their control they so ds- 
sire to the Western Jockey Club or to declare 
ths Amarican Turf Congress entirely disorgan- 
iesd,' ” 

“ ‘The idea of Ed Hopper calling a meeting of 
the American Tnrf Congress !’ exclaimed Mr. 
Fowler last night. ‘It is extremely absurd. My 
calling a meeting of tha Western Jockey Club 
would be just as appropriate. Hopper has not 
been secretary of tha American Turf Gongrass 
since March 18 last. When Naw Orleans, Mem- 
phis, Louisville, Washington Park, Harlem, 
Hawthorne and Latonia organised tha Western 
Joexay Club they deserted tha American Tnrf 
Congress and were treated as secessionists. 
The American Tnrf Congress held a meeting 
and elected naw officers, with May Overton, of 
Nashville, president, and myself secretary. I pre- 
sume that the tracks controlled by the Western 
Jockey Clnb will be represented at the meeting 
at Chicago and will declare the American Tnrf 
Congress absolved. That, of conrse, will amount 
to nothing. They had just as well declara the 
Vienna Jockey Clnb out of existanoa.”

J. G. FoUans- 
bee’s Boehampton, the winner of eight consecu- 
tive races, who is indisposed with fever, is close 
to the head of the three-year-old class, bnt it is 
not believed that ha conld cope with Water 
Color in weight carrying and in going a dis- 
tance. In all tbe big stake races left to be de- 
cided, Water Color will be sure to have a fol- 
lowing. 

This is the last week of the Sheepebead Bay 
meeting and the program bristles with attrac- 
tions. Moat important of all are the Annual 
Championship Stakes of $25,000 for three-year- 
olds and npward at two miles and a quarter, 
and the Great Eastern Handicap of $7,500 for 
two year-olds at three-quarters of a mile, both 
to be run next Saturday. The withdrawal of 
Commando from the arena is a source of par- 
ticular regret, inasmuch as turfmen expected to 
see him triumph in the Annual Champion if fit, 
but even with Commando out of it, there is 
likely to be a fine field to face the starter. 
Water Color, unfortunately, is not eligible, but 
Prince of Melbourne, now the property of G. 
Walbaum, will probably start together with 
others including A. L. Aste’s King Bramble, 
August Belmont’s Brigadier, Deimel A Farrell’s 
Ildrim, James R. Keene’s Toddy, J. H. McCor- 
mick’s Alcedo, W. H. Sealey’s Rockton and 
Duoro, tbe latter finishing third last year ; 
(George E. Smith’s Lothario. A. Featberstone’s

AMEBICAH JOCKEYS TO BETCBM. 

At lait there appear signs of a reaction in 
the oraae of American jockeys to go abroad to 
ride. At least one has reconsidered the matter 
and yrill remain here, notwithstanding gooa 
offers from the other side, and still another has 
caheellad his engagements and will remain here 
to ride for a prominent aLd important stable. 
Several others have been over and, failing to do 
as well as they expected, have, under one ex- 
cnse or another, returned, and several more 
atm remaining are acknowledged to be far from 
prosperous. 

This is cause for congratnlation from what- 
ever point of view it is looked at. The beet 
place for an American boy is right here, and 
the present season has demonstrated that it 
was not lack of opportunity which was crowd- 
ing down what many believed to be a host of 
unrecognized talent. This year many boys 
have been called from the winter tracks, and 
those of the west, but with very few exceptions 
—almost to be counted on the fingers of one 
hand— these have neither lived up to their pre- 
vious records nor performed up to the standard 
of the metropolitan tracks, in other words 
they have neither equaled nor approached the 
performances of even our third rate boys. In 
the pase of the few exceptions their talent was 
immediately recognized and rewarded. This 
has been no new experience; it is what has 
proved the case almost every year. Kings of 
Tin elsewhere to be lost in the stretch in the 
east. 

Never was there such an opportunity for good 
boys as in this country for the remainder of 
this season, and the seasons to come. The sup- 
ply to hand has been tried and except in a few 
instances has been found decidedly wanting. 
Boms of the leading boys of last year have ap 
parantly lost all their old skm, demonstrating 
apparently that to the trainer’s care and judg- 
ment, much of the iwrsonal reputation of these 
individual jockeys has been due. The percent- 
age of success achieved by American jockeys in 
England, is not so great as it was a year or two 
ago, possibly the English boys have learned 
something, and perhaps improved on it, and if 
it gives rise to a desire on the part of Native 
Bom to head homewards it will not be a sub- 
ject for regret. 

Sterling good boys, with good hands, a staple 
seat, a clear head— not given to undue enlarge- 
ment— who will ride to orders, and have a little 
judgment of their own when needed, were 
never more in demand than at present, and it 
only needs one or two more to turn the scale and 
bring moat of the errant chickens home to roost. 
—Spirit of The Times.
